_ DEATH OF M. DUCLERO. 

‘The following is a brief aketch fram Men 
ofthe Time, of the French atatesinan, Mon- 
sisuxr Duelerc, whose death is recorded in 
our. telegrams :-— 


“Daclerc,. Charles Théodore Engine, a 
French atatesman, ‘was barn at .Bagnares- 
do-Bigorres (Hautes-Pyrénées), “Nuv. 9, 
1812.” Ho went to Paris to finish his 
studies, dnd-to find a moana of livelihood, 
and obtained’, situation asa ‘reader’ in 
tho office of Le Bun Nens in 1836, and was 
soon raised tu the position of.one of the 
rincipal editors of that journal, In 1838 
he tranoferted his services to fhe Revue du 
Progrés, nnd at tha same timc he assisted 
in-editing tha Dictionnaire’ Politique. Bo 
‘became attached in 1840 to the staff of the 
National, and fora period of cix years ho 
contributed to that journal 4 remarkable 
series of articles on tho railway. question, 
besides" numerous. communications on 
political economy and finance. -- Ha left the 
National An 1846, and romaindd in retire- 
ment until the events of the year 1848 
brought him again into public life. On 
Fob, 26, 1848, he was appointed doputy to 
the Mayor of Paris, M. Garnier-Pagas, 
with whom he. was soon altocwarda 
transferred to the Ministry of Finaneo, in 
the capacity of Undor-Secratary of State. 
Being elected to the Constituent Assembly 
by the departmont of the Landea, he sas 
a few days afterwards (May '10) appuinted 
Ministor.of Finance in sucvession to M 
Garoier-Pagbs,- who bad resigned that office 
on hig nomtuation as a member.of tha Hx. 
coutive Commission. “Ho was one of the 
representatives who displaysd the most 
energy in presonce of the rising of the 15th 
of May. During the troublous days: of 
Juna he exposed himself to great danger on 
several occasions, and afterwards - he 
vigorously opposed the measures relating 
to tho astute of siege, and transportation 
without trial; and, finally, le protested 
againet the adopting of 2 tposa me na 
retiting at the same tine from, ofice. 
to the end of the session ho continued to 
take an active share in the work of legisla- 
tion; but as svon os tho Constituant 
Assembly bad decreed its dissolution, ho 
roturned to private lifes devoted much of 
his time to his favourite’ studies, and 
turned his attention to industrial pursuits.’ 
Summoned. to Spain. as one of the 
administrators of the canal works, in con- 
nexion with the rivor Ebro, ho’ was placed 
at the head. of the establishment of the 
Spanish Crédit Mobilier. He was residing 
near Bayonne when he was elected as a 
representative to the. National Assembly 
(Feb. 8, 1871) by tho departments of the 
Landes and the Basses-Pyrénées ; he chose 
to ait for the Jattor constituency, ‘As a 
momber and president of the group of the 
Republican Left, he took part in the 
deliberations of the Budget Commissiona, 
and apoke frequently on finencint topics. 
Tn 1875 he was elected Vice-President of 
the National Assembly, and on Dee. 10, in 
the same year, he was elected a Senator for 
life. He followed the same line of policy 
in the new Senate, of which be wags elected 
Vice-President and he refused [to voto the 
dissolution demanded by the De Broglie 
ministry in June, 1877. When the De 
Freycinet miniitry was hurled from power 
in consequence of its Egyptian policy, the 
‘ Ministry of Aduirs’ sucozeded under M. 
Duclere (Aug. 7, 1882), and watched the 
proceedings of the English in the domin- 
jons of the Khedive. with ill-coucealed 
distrust, To all that was dono or proposed 
it differed a_pussive resistance, on the 
ground that England was bound to secire 
for Franeo everything that France dectined 
to secure. for heraelf. Tho Dual Control, 
however, had been condemned, not. by 
Englond, but by events and the judgmont 
of Hurope, and its final digsppearance left 
M. Duclerc in his attitude of hupoless 
protest. The fall of his ministry was 
precipitated by the manifesto which Princo 
Napoleon issued about the middie of Jan. 
1883. The Prince was promptly. arrested 
as ap enemy of the Republip, and tha 
alarm of the legislature found expression 
ina Bill for expelling from the country “all 
pretenders to the throne of- France, Ab 
the end of a month the miiistry of ML 
Duclerc fell through shece weakness, and 
was succeeded by “that of M.. Fallitres 
which ‘released Prince, Napoleon, endured 
fora fortnight, and then disappeared, to 
make room for the ministry of M. Ferry,

Awai. River embankments. the whole 
way. Beyond. this aro-20 miles to the 
ilung-tse. lake. The steamer of the 
future ou. reaching the Hung-tse lake 
and traversing 60° miles of its surface 
will onter.a wide canal ond proceed for 
7O.miles more to Chinkisng within gs few 
bours of Shanghaj. ‘Lo tho adoption of thia 
course events are forcing the Chinese 
Government. If ‘the necessary lakes aro 
added in the low portions of Anhui to aup- 
ploment those of Kiangsu, ‘atch an opening 
for steamer traffic inte the heart of:the 
peovinces which auffar most fron: drought 
ig not at al! an.empty dream, The provinces 
of Anhui snd Honan especially will then 
thrive as they-have never done before and 
thére will’ bo a‘large increase to foreign 
trade.

We published an article last March from 
acorresporidont which laid before the public 
certain grounds for belivviug that the expe- 
dition ‘for the relief of Emin Pasha’ had, 
in fact, a far higher aim—namely, the 
founding of a Nile State, similar to that of 
the Congo Association, whose first reason 
of existence ‘should ba the protection 
of the population hunted ‘by ‘the slave- 
raiders.

steamers,.if it is in every other way the 
equal of coal aaa heat producer, " Whether | 
its power inthis respect ia greater, than 
that of an” equal amount of coal is not 
stated, This is the important point, for it 
would not be advantageots to imerease. the 
bulk of the fuel much,-if any, bayond what 
is now generally carried by ucean steamers, 
Yet if this new fuel should prove tobe as 
economical as it is thought it will, some 
additional spaca wonld no donbt be, readily [° 
enough seotificed to it, Whether it would 
bo entirely practicable to use petroleum in 
this solidified form on o¢ean steamors, 
experiment must determine. 

Each succeeding year witnesses larger 
and speedier steamers put into the Atlan.
